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OBJECTS  AND  WORK  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY  OF

t.  To  preserve  and  strengthen  those  kind  and  fraternal 
feelings  which  bind  together  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines 
who  united  to  suppress  the  late  rebellion,  and  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  and  history  of  the  dead. 

2.  To  assist  such  former  comrades  in  arms  as  need  help 
and  protection,  and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  our  deceased  comrades. 

3.  To  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  based  upon  a paramount  respect  for  and  fidelity  to 
the  National  Constitution  and  laws;  to  discountenance  what- 
ever tends  to  weaken  loyalty,  incites  to  insurrection,  treason, 
or  rebellion,  or  in  any  manner  impairs  the  efficiency  and 
permanency  of  our  free  institutions;  and  to  encourage  the 

^ spread  of  universal  liberty,  equal  rights,  and  justice  to  all 
men.

ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 


Abraham  Lincoln,  in  whose  honor  “Lincoln  Post,  No.  3,” 
Department  of  the  Potomac,  G.  A.  R.,  was  named,  was  the 
sixteenth  President  of  the  United  States.  He  was  born  at 
Nolin  Creek,  Kentucky,  February  12,  1809.  His  grandfather 
emigrated  from  Virginia;  his  parents  removed  to  Indiana  in 
1816,  where  his  mother  died  in  the  fall  of  1818.  His  early 
life  was  spent  in  the  backwoods  and  surrounded  by  many 
privations.  His  opportunities  for  education  and  improve- 
ment were  very  limited,  his  entire  school-days  not  exceeding 
one  year.  His  boyhood  and  manhood  were  spent  in  the 
severest  agricultural  labor.  In  1830  he  moved  to  Illinois  and 
in  1831  settled  in  New  Salem;  went  out  as  Captain  of 
a Company  in  the  “Black  Hawk”  war,  which  lasted  about 
three  months.  In  1832  he  was  nominated  for  the  Legisla- 
ture, but  was  defeated.  About  this  time  he  was  often  em- 
ployed in  surveying  land.  In  1834  he  was  elected  to  the 
Illinois  Legislature,  and  re-elected  for  three  successive  terms. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  the  Autumn  of  1836,  and 
moved  to  Springfield,  the  State  Capital,  April  15,  1837.  I n 
1844  he  canvassed  his  State  for  Henry  Clay,  nominee  for  the 
Presidency..  Clay  was  defeated,  but  Lincoln’s  canvass  brought 
him  to  public  notice  as  a Whig,  and  resulted  in  his  being- 
elected  to  Congress,  in  1846,  where  he  voted  against  the 
extension  of  slavery.  From  this  time  Lincoln  grew  in  popu- 
larity, and  in  1854  he  was  a recognized  leader  of  the  newly 
formed  Republican  party. 

In  1856  he  actively  supported  John  C.  Fremont  for  Presi- 
dent, the  election  resulting  in  Fremont’s  defeat  and  election 
of  James  Buchanan.  During  the  fall  of  1858  he  canvassed 
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the  State  against  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  for  U.  S.  Senator,  and 
with  him  had  several  joint  debates.  In  i860  Lincoln  was 
nominated  for  the  Presidency  by  the  Republican  party,  at 
Chicago,  Ills.,  defeating  Mr.  Seward,  Mr.  Chase  and  other 
prominent  candidates.  In  the  ensuing  election  there  were 
three  candidates  against  him : Stephen  A.  Douglas,  of  Illi- 
nois;'John  C.  Breckenridge,  of  Kentucky,  then  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  afterwards  a general  in  the  Confederate  army,  and 
John  Bell,  of  Tennessee.  Mr.  Lincoln  received  a majority  of 
votes  over  each  other  candidate,  though  a million  short  of  an 
absolute  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast.  Every  Southern  and 
one  Northern  State  voted  against  him.  He  was  inaugurated 
President  March  4,  1861.  His  election  was  followed  by  the 
secession  of  eleven  Southern  States,  and  a war  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Union.  As  a military  measure  he  proclaimed 
January  1,  1863,  the  freedom  of  all  slaves  in  certain  States 
and  parts  of  States  “this  day  in  rebellion  against  the  United 
States.”  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Presidency  in  Novem- 
ber, 1864. 

The  war  ended  April  9,  1865,  by  the  surrender  of  Gen. 
Lee  and  his  entire  army  to  Gen.  Grant.  On  the  night  of 
April  14,  1865,  at  Ford’s  Theater,  located  on  the  east  side  of 
Tenth,  between  E and  F streets,  N.  W.,  this  city,  President 
Lincoln  was  assassinated  by  J.  Wilkes  Booth,  and  died  the 
next  morning  at  22  minutes  past  7 o’clock,  in  Mr.  Peterson’s 
house,  516  Tenth  street,  N.  W.  This  property  has  since  been 
purchased  by  the  Government,  and  in  the  house  in  which 
Abraham  Lincoln  died  is  the  “Oldroyd  Lincoln  Memorial 
Collection,”  consisting  of  over  three  thousand  articles  per- 
taining to  the  martyred  President.  This  unique  and  interest- 
ing collection  is  owned  and  exhibited  by  Comrade  O.  H. 
Oldroyd,  of  Lincoln  Post. 

Abraham  Lincoln  needs  no  marble  or  bronze  to  perpetuate 
his  memory,  for  his  words  and  deeds  live  in  the  hearts  of 
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his  countrymen.  By  his  virtues  and  his  martyrdom  he  has 
left  a name  doubly  dear  to  all  loyal  and  liberty-loving  Ameri- 
cans. An  appropriate  closing  of  this  brief  history  of  the 
man  who  had  charity  for  all,  malice  for  none,  are  two  verses 
of  his  favorite  poem : 

Oh,  why  should  the  spirit  of  mortal  be  proud ! 

Like  a swift  flying  meteor,  a fast  flying  cloud, 

A flash  of  the  lightning,  a break  of  the  wave, 

He  passeth  from  life  to  his  rest  in  the  grave. 

’Tis  the  wink  of  an  eye ; ’tis  the  draught  of  a breath. 

From  the  blossom  of  health  to  the  paleness  of  death 
From  the  gilded  saloon  to  the  bier  and  the  shroud ; 

Oh,  why  should  the  spirit  of  mortal  be  proud ! 

“AULD  LANG  SYNE.” 

Shall  we  forget  those  far-off  days, 

Which  made  us  comrades  all? 

Shall  we  forget  how  swift  the  feet 
That  ran  at  duty’s  call? 

Shall  we  forget  the  honored  dead 
That  sleep  beneath  the  sod, 

Who  gave  their  lives  for  liberty, 

Our  country  and  our  God? 

No,  here  we  pledge  fraternity 
With  every  human  life 
That  sang  the  song  of  vict’ry  won, 

Or  fell  amid  the  strife ; 

And  when  at  last  we  answer  here. 

As  death  each  name  shall  call, 

We’ll  leave  these  ranks  with  charity 
And  loyalty  to  all. 


HISTORY  OF  LINCOLN  POST,  NO.  3,  DEPT.  OF  THE 
POTOMAC,  G.  A.  R. 

This  Post  was  organized  on  the  28th  of  March,  1868, 
with  sixteen  charter  members  and  Comrade  Timothy  Lubey 
as  Commander.  It  continued  in  existence  until  December, 
1874,  when  it  surrendered  its  charter,  with  a membership  of 
twenty-two  comrades. 

In  the  summer  of  1877,  Comrade  Samuel  E.  Thomason  (Past 
Commander  of  the  old  Post)  revived  Lincoln  Post  and  its 
original  number,  “3.”  At  that  time  there  were  but  three 
Posts  in  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  viz.,  Nos.  1,  2,  and  6. 

On  the  29th  of  September,  1877,  the  Post  was  formally 
re-organized  and  its  officers  elected,  and  Comrade  Thomason 
was  elected  its  commander. 

The  Post,  from  its  organization  in  1877,  until  December, 
1881,  met  at  the  hall,  corner  of  Ninth  and  D streets,  North- 
west, when  it  moved  to  Seventh  and  L streets,  where  it  re- 
mained until  November  15,  1803,  when  it  moved  to  G.  A.  R. 
Hall,  No.  1412  Pennsylvania  avenue,  Northwest.  To-day  Lin- 
coln Post,  No.  3,  stands  unsurpassed  for  its  perfect  work 
under  the  ritual.  The  muster-in  service,  with  music,  stere- 
opticon  views  and  the  beautiful  ceremony  of  the  salute  to  the 
colors,  all  rendered  in  a most  impressive  manner,  has  given 
the  Post  a national  reputation. 

With  a membership  of  over  500,  it  can  be  said  of  Lincoln 
Post  that  in  all  departments  of  the  work  under  the  mottoes, 
Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty,  it  strives  to  be  in  the  lead,, 
which  fact  has  made  it  both  popular  and  famous. 


QUALIFICATIONS  OF  RECRUITS 


Soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  Sates  Army,  Navy  or 
Marine  Corps,  who  enlisted  between  April  12,  1861,  and 
April  9,  1865,  in  the  war  for  the  suppression  of  the  Rebel- 
lion, and  having  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  after 
such  service,  and  of  such  State  regiments  as  were  called  into 
active  service  and  subject  to  the  order  of  U.  S.  General 
Officers,  between  the  dates  mentioned,  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  who  has  at  any  time  borne 
arms  against  the  United  States.

G.  A.  R.  badge,  and  copy  of  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order.

Reinstatement  of  comrades  who  have  been  dropped,  ($2.00) 
two  dollars. 

Dues,  fifty  cents  per  quarter,  payable  in  advance,  on  the 
first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 


BY-LAWS 

AND 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

OF 

LINCOLN  POST,  No.  3 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  POTOMAC 

G.  A.  R. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 

Article  I. — Title. 

This  Encampment  shall  be  known  as  Lincoln  Post,  No.  3, 
of  Washington,  D.  C.,  Department  of  the  Potomac,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

Article  II. 

Section  i.  The  stated  encampments  of  this  Post  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  evenings  in  each 
month.  The  hour  of  assembly  shall  be  7:30  o'clock  from 
October  1 to  April  1,  and  8 o'clock  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

Sec.  2.  Special  Encampments  and  quorum,  as  provided  in 
Chap.  11,  Art.  V,  Sections  2 and  3,  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  the  section  next 
preceding,  the  Commander  may  call  a special  Encampment 
upon  the  written  request  of  eight  comrades  in  good  standing; 
Provided , That  such  shall  specify  the  business  to  be  brought 
before  the  Post,  and  that  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at 
such  special  Encampment  other  than  that  mentioned  in 
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the  call : And  further  Provided,  That  no  appropriations  of 

money  or  other  property  of  the  Post  shall  be  made  at  a 
special  Encampment.  , 

Sec.  4.  A recess  may  be  declared  upon  a motion  duly 
made  and  carried. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Post  shall  be  as  provided  in  Chapter 
II,  Art.  VI,  Rules  and  Regulations,  G.  A.  R.,  and  a Color 
Sergeant  and  three  trustees. 

Sec.  2.  All  three  trustees  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  regu- 
lar Encampment,  after  the  adoption  of  these  By-Laws,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  the  length 
of  service  of  each  to  be  determined  by  lot;  and  at  each  sub- 
sequent annual  election  one  trustee  shall  be  elected  for  a 
period  of  three  years  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  one  whose 
term  shall  have  expired. 

Article  IV. — Nominations  and  Election  of  Officers. 

Section  i.  At  the  first  stated  Encampment  in  November 
of  each  year,  it  shall  be  in  order  under  the  head  of  “New 
Business”  to  make  nominations  for  Officers  of  the  Post  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  for  Delegates  and  Alternates  to  the 
next  Department  Encampment.  No  comrade  will  be  allowed 
to  make  more  than  one  nomination  for  any  Delegate  or 
Alternate  to  the  Department  Encampment,  until  all  who  may 
desire,  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  nominate  their 
choice  for  such  positions.  The  election  shall  take  place  at 
the  first  regular  Encampment  in  December. 

Sec.  2.  Balloting  for  Officers:  There  shall  be  three  ballot 

boxes  distinctly  marked,  one  for  the  elective  officers  of  the 
Post,  one  for  Delegates,  and  one  for  Alternates  to  the  De- 
partment Encampment,  each  box  to  be  in  charge  of  two 
tellers  and  one  tally  clerk,  appointed  by  the  Commander. 


The  Quartermaster  and  Quartermaster-Sergeant  shall  assist 
the  tellers,  and  no  person  not  reported  by  them  as  in  good 
standing  shall  be  permitted  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  A candidate  for  any  office  shall  not  act  as  teller 
or  tally  clerk  of  a vote  in  which  he  is  interested  as  a candi- 
date. A ballot  having  thereon  more  names  for  any  office 
to  be  filled,  or  for  the  delegates  or  alternates  than  the 
Post  is  entitled  to,  shall  not  be  counted. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  the  elective  offices  may  be  filled  at 
the  next  regular  Encampment  after  the  Post  has  been  offi- 
cially advised  of  the  vacancy. 

Article  V. — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  i.  The  duties  of  the  Post  Officers  shall  be  as 
provided  in  Chapter  II,  Art.  VIII,  Rules  and  Regulations, 
G.  A.  R. 

Sec.  2.  The  Commander,  immediately  after  installation, 
shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees : Executive 
Committee,  five  members ; Entertainment  Committee,,  ten 
members  and  officers  of  the  Post  ex-officio;  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  Relief  Committee,  of  three  members  each.  All 
standing  committees  shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  duly  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Quartermaster  shall  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Post  before  his  installation,  a good  and  sufficient  bond, 
in  such  Bond  Assurance  Company  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Post 
shall  designate,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00), 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties ; and  said  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Commander  and  held  by  the  Trustees. 

Sec.  4.  The  Quartermaster  shall  receive  and  receipt  for 
all  moneys  due  and  payable  to  the  Post,  and  deposit  the 
same  to  his  official  credit  on  the  day  following  their  receipt 
with  such  Trust  Company  in  the  District  of  Columbia  as  the 
Trustees  shall  direct  in  writing.  He  shall  pay  out  the  funds 
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of  the  Post  only  upon  its  authority  and  on  his  official  checks 
drawn  to  the  order  of  the  payees  and  countersigned  by  the 
Commander;  Provided , that  payment  for  authorized  services, 
after  the  money  therefor  shall  have  been  appropriated,  may 
be  paid  in  cash  at  any  regular  Encampment. 

Sec.  5.  The  books  of  the  Quartermaster  shall  be  accessible 
to  any  member  of  the  Post.  At  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office  he  shall  turn  over  to  his  successor  all  books,  papers, 
vouchers,  bank  books,  money,  securities  and  property  of  the 
Post,  for  which  he  is  responsible,  and  take  receipts  therefor; 
the  nature  of  which  shall  be  indicated  and  verified  by  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Article  VI. — Duties  of  Committees. 

Section  i.  Finance  Committee : It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Finance  Committee  to  audit  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Quartermaster,  Adjutant  and  Relief  Committee,  as  to  all 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  verify  the  securities  of  the 
Post.  The  Committee  shall  submit  its  report  in  writing  at 
the  first  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Post,  and  at  any 
other  time  it  deems  advisable,  or  whenever  the  Post  shall 
direct;  and  to  aid  the  committee  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties,  the  officers  named  in  this  section  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Relief  Committee  shall  exhibit  to  it  all  books,  accounts 
or  other  essential  data  and  securities  of  the  Post. 

Sec.  2.  Any  account  presented  for  payment  being  objected 
to  or  disputed,  said  account  and  all  papers  relating  thereto 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  it  shall 
determine  the  merits  of  the  case  and  report  its  conclusions 
to  the  Post  at  the  next  regular  Encampment. 

Sec.  3.  Relief  Committee : It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

Relief  Committee  to  visit  all  comrades  who  may  be  reported 
sick  or  in  distress,  and  if  found  worthy,  to  afford  them 
necessary  relief,  not  exceeding  three  dollars  ($3.00)  for  any 


one  person  at  any  one  time,  and  not  exceeding  live  dollars 
($5.00)  between  two  encampments.  Its  current  action  shall 
be  reported  at  each  stated  Encampment,  and  at  the  last  En- 
campment in  each  quarter  it  shall  submit  a written  report  of 
its  work  during  the  preceding  three  months,  giving  names 
and  amounts  expended;  said  report  to  be  filed  with  the  Post, 
and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  Executive  Committee : All  communications  shall 

be  sent  to  the  Adjutant’s  desk  to  be  read,  and  when  found 
necessary,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  same,  and  if  found  to 
contain  matter  of  importance  to  the  Post,  to  report  it  when 
called  upon  in  the  regular  order.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  aid  the  Commander  by  its 
advice  and  counsel  upon  any  question  affecting  the  interests 
of  the  Post,  when  called  upon  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
it  shall  also  consider  and  report  upon  such  matters  as  shall 
be  referred  to  it  by  vote  of  the  Post. 

Sec.  5.  All  committees  appointed  for  a special  purpose 
shall  report  their  proceedings  in  writing.  No  committee  shall 
be  discharged  until  it  shall  have  submitted  its  final  report. 

Sec.  6.  The  comrade  first  named  on  a committee  shall  act 
as  Chairman  thereof  until  another  is  chosen  by  the  com- 
mittee. He  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  committee  and  lay 
before  it  such  information,  verbal  or  written,  as  he  may  have 
relative  to  the  business  it  was  appointed  to  transact.  The 
chairman  or  any  two  members  of  a committee  may  call  a 
meeting  of  the  committee  at  any  time. 

Article  VII. — Charges. 

Charges  for  neglect  of  duty  or  other  cause  may  be  preferred 
against  any  officer  of  the  Post,  and  such  charges  shall,  with- 
out discussion,  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for 
investigation  and  report. 
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Article  VIII. — OWenses  and  Penalties. 

Section  i.  Any  comrade  who  shall  prefer  charges  against 
another  without  just  cause,  or  knowingly  propose  unworthy 
persons  for  enlistment,  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided in  Sec.  2,  Art.  VI,  Chap.  V,  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Sec.  2.  Any  comrade  who  shall,  in  the  Encampment  of  the 
Post,  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  orders  of  the  Commander  when  called  to  order,  or  use 
disrespectful  language  towards  any  officer  or  comrade,  shall, 
after  being  admonished  by  the  Commander  for  the  first  of- 
fense, be  fined  one  dollar  for  the  second  offense,  or  shall  be 
expelled  from  the  Encampment  for  the  evening.  During 
muster-in  ceremonies  absolute  silence  shall  be  preserved, 
and  no  comrade  shall  be  allowed  to  smoke,  enter,  leave,  or 
move  about  the  Post  room.  The  Commander  shall  see  that 
this  By-law  is  strictly  enforced. 

Article  IX. — Funerals. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a comrade  information 
thereof,  if  possible,  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Com- 
mander, who  will  ascertain  if  the  family  of  the  deceased 
desires  to  have  Grand  Army  ceremonies  at  the  funeral,  and 
if  so,  he  will  take  the  necessary  action.  Comrades  will 
assemble,  in  uniform  if  possible,  at  the  hour  named  by  the 
Commander. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  Post  be  called  upon  to  defray  any  of 
the  expenses  of  a deceased  indigent  comrade,  the  amount  shall 
not  exceed  forty  ($40.00)  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  of  the  Post  to 
attend  the  funeral  of  a comrade,  if  notified  to  do  so  by  the 
Commander;  Provided,  That  in  case  of  his  inability  to  attend 
he  shall  see  to  it  that  some  comrade  attends  in  his  stead, 
in  uniform. 
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Article  X. — Fees  and  Dues. 


Section  i.  The  muster-in  fee  shall  be  two  dollars.  This 
amount  shall  cover  the  price  of  the  badge  of  the  Order.  The 
muster-in  fee,  which  shall  in  all  cases  accompany  the  applica- 
tion, shall  be  returned  if  the  applicant  is  rejected.  Comrades 
joining  this  Post  by  transfer  shall  pay  an  admission  fee  of 
fifty  cents. 

Sec.  2.  The  dues  of  this  Post  shall  be  fifty  cents  per 
quarter,  payable  in  advance. 

Sec.  3*.  Transfer,  leave  of  absence  and  discharge  cards  will 
be  granted  to  any  comrade  applying  therefor  in  person,  or  by 
letter,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Secs.  I,  2 and  3 
of  Art.  IV,  Chap.  II,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
G.  A.  R. 

Sec.  4.  The  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  shall  receive  five 
dollars  per  month  each  for  their  services.  The  Sentinels 
and  Musician's  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  night’s 
attendance,  and  the  remission  of  their  quarterly  dues. 

Sec.  5.  The  quarterly  dues  of  the  Sergeant-Major,  Quarter- 
master-Sergeant, Color  Sergeant,  Stereoptician  and  Guards, 
shall  be  remitted  during  their  term  of  service. 

Article  XI. 

Comrades  dropped,  or  suspended,  - for  non-payment  of 
quarterly  dues,  may  be  reinstated  by  a majority  vote  of  the 
Post,  upon  the  payment  of  a sum  equal  to  one  year’s  dues  ; 
Provided,  however,  when  a suspended  or  dropped  comrade, 
who  is  unable  by  reason  of  sickness  or  misfortune,  to  pay  his 
dues,  may  have  them  remitted  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting. 

Article  XII. — Funds. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  two  Post  funds — the  “General 
Fund”  and  the  “Relief  Fund.” 
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Sec.  2.— All  moneys  received  on  behalf  of  the  Post  shall 
appear  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund  on  the  Quartermaster’s 
books,  and  (except  for  appropriation  for  services)  shall  be 
deposited  and  paid  out  as  provided  for  in  section  4,  Article  V. 

Sec.  3.  Money  can  only  be  appropriated  from  either  fund 
by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  Post,  and  funds  of  the  Post  shall 
not  be  loaned  for  any  purpose. 

Article  XIII. — Membership. 

Section  i.  The  persons  deemed  eligible  to  membership 
in  the  G.  A.  R.  are  described  in  Art.  IV,  Chap.  1,  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Sec.  2.  Admission  to  membership  is  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  Art.  II,  Chap.  2,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  G.  A.  R. 

Article  XIV. — General  Instructions.  4 

1st.  The  Ritual  shall  be  memorized  thoroughly,  and  each 
officer  shall  be  prepared  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  next 
highest  officer  in  the  absence  of  the  latter.  The  Senior  and 
Junior  Vice-Commanders  should  be  familiar  with  the  Com- 
mander’s duties. 

2nd.  The  Commander  is  responsible  for  the  discipline  of 
the  Post  when  in  session  or  on  parade.  He  will  receive  and 
respond  to  the  proper  salutation  of  comrades.  If  his  atten- 
tion be  momentarily,  withdrawn,  comrades  must  wait  respect- 
fully and  not  call  attention  by  rudely  stamping  their  feet.  All 
comrades  should  respect  the  office.  No  comrade  should,  while 
the  Post  is  in  session,  pass  between  the  'Commander  and  the 
altar,  or  leave  his  seat  while  the  Commander  is  addressing 
the  Post,  or  approach  the  altar  while  the  S.  V.  Commander 
is  addressing  the  Post  Commander. 

3rd.  The  Officer  of  the  Day  shall  see  that  all  the  equip- 
ments and  paraphernalia  of  the  Post  are  in  proper  place. 
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4th.  Transfer  cards  may  be  applied  for  at  any  regular  En- 
campment, either  verbally  or  in  writing.  If  the  applicant  is 
in  good  standing  the  card  must  be  granted  him  by  the  Post 
Commander  as  a matter  of  right , and  no  restrictions  can  be 
imposed  upon  the  grant  in  the  form  of  a fee  or  otherwise, 
and  a vote  of  the  Post  is  not  required. 

5th.  The  uniform  of  the  Post  shall  be  double-breasted 
dark  blue  coat,  and  dark  blue  or  black  pants,  and  regulation 
hat  with  cord.  The  officers  of  the  Post  shall,  when  on  duty, 
wear  the  prescribed  uniform. 

6th.  In  addition  to  the  books  prescribed  by  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  G.  A.  R.  to  be  kept  by  the  Adjutant,  he 
shall  also  keep,  for  ready  reference,  a properly  indexed  book 
of  all  Resolutions  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Post. 

Article  XV. 

No  by-law,  rule,  or  regulation  of  this  Post  shall  be  altered 
or  amended,  except  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  a regular  Encampment  thereof,  and  only  then  after 
a notice  in  writing  stating  the  alteration  or  amendment  pro- 
posed to  be  made  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Post  at 
least  two  stated  Encampments  prior  to  its  consideration ; 
but  any  section  thereof  may  be  suspended  for  the  time  being, 
by  a three-fourths  vote  at  any  regular  Encampment  of  the 
Post. 

Repealing  Clause:  All  By-laws  and  Resolutions  in  conflict 
with  the  foregoing  By-laws  are  hereby  repealed.

13.  Unfinished  business. 

14.  New  business. 

15.  Receipts  of  the  evening. 

16.  Closing. 

17.  This  order  of  business  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  for 

a definite  purpose  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Post,  with- 
out debate. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 

Rule  i.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Commander,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Post,  on  which  appeal 
no  comrade  shall  speak  more  than  once. 

Rule  2.  Every  motion  shall,  if  required  by  a comrade,  be 
reduced  to  writing.  No  motion  shall  be  subject  to  debate 
until  stated  by  the  Commander. 

Rule  3.  Before  putting  a question,  the  Commander  shall 
ask,  “Is  the  Post  ready  for  the  question  ?”  No  comrade  rising 
to  speak,  the  Commander  shall  put  the  question.  Before 
deciding  a question  the  Commander  shall  say,  “The  motion 
appears  to  be  adopted,”  or  “rejected,”  as  the  case  may  be, 
when  any  comrade  shall  be  privileged  to  call  for  a division; 
if  no  division  is  called  for,  the  Commander  shall  give  his 
decision. 

Rule  4.  The  affirmative  of  a question  is  first  put,  and 
afterwards  the  negative ; but  in  matters  of  routine,  which 
are,  of  course,  the  reading  of  reports,  petitions,  memorials, 
or  other  papers,  the  Commander  supposes  the  assent  of  the 
Post,  and  in  such  case  is  not  required  to  put  the  affirmative 
or  negative  in  formal  manner. 

Rule  5.  On  the  call  of  five  comrades,  the  majority  of  the 
Post  may  demand  that  the  previous  question  be  put,  which 
shall  always  be  put  in  this  form : “Shall  the  main  question  be 
now  ordered?”  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all 
amendments  to  the  main  question  and  all  further  debate. 

Rule  6.  On  the  call  of  five  comrades,  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  taken. 

Rule  7.  If  two  or  more  comrades  rise  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  Commander  shall  decide  who  is  entitled  to  the  flooV. 
Every  comrade  who  speaks  shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and 
confine  himself  to  the  question;  and,  in  referring  to  any 
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member,  use  the  word  “comrade,”  and  shall  avoid  all  person- 
ality and  disrespectful  or  indecorous  language. 

Rule  8.  No  comrade  shall  interrupt  another  when  speak- 
ing, unless  to  call  him  to  order,  nor  disturb  him  by  rejoinder 
or  ’remark,  nor  shall  he  stand  up  or  pass  between  him  and 
the  Commander. 

Rule  9.  When  a question  is  before  the  Post,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  for  the  previous  question, 
to  lie  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  or  to  a certain 
time,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  to  amend. 

Rule  10.  Any  document  pertinent  to  a question  before  the 
Post  shall  be  read,  on  the  call  of  any  comrade,  unless  objected 
to,  when  its  reading  shall  be  determined  without  debate. 

Rule  ii.  When  a question  is  indefinitely  postponed,  it 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  that  or  the  next  succeeding 
meeting. 

Rule  12*  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  received 
unless  made  and  seconded  by  comrades  who  voted  with  the 
majority  in  the  first  instance. 

Rule  13.  When  a comrade  is  called  to  order  for  objection- 
able words  spoken,  the  words  shall,  if  required,  be  taken 
down  in  writing  by  the  Adjutant. 

Rule  14.  No  comrade  shall  be  present  when  a question 
concerning  himself  is  being  debated,  nor  shall  any  comrade 
speak  to  the  merits  of  the  case  until  the  comrade  concerned 
shall  have  withdrawn;  but  the  comrade  concerned  shall  be 
permitted  to  speak  in  his  own  defense,  and  have  the  perusal 
of  all  papers  relating  to  the  matter  in  question. 

Rule  15.  The  following  questions  shall  be  decided  without 
debate:  A motion  to  adjourn;  to  lie  on  the  table;  to  post- 
pone indefinitely;  for  the  previous  question;  a motion  to  read 
a*  paper  or  document  pending  a question;  to  reconsider,  to 
take  up  any  particular  item  of  business.  All  questions  of 
order  arising  after  a motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question,

and  pending  sucli  motion,  must  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal 
or  otherwise,  without  debate. 


This  Post  shall  be  governed  by  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
National  Encampment,  with  such  changes  in  the  phraseology 
a§  will  make  them  apply  to  a Post  Encampment.  In  cases 
not  provided  for  in  said  Rules  of  Order,  this  Encampment 
shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cushing’s  Manual.
